“Senator Borah, the prime 
mover for curtailing naval construction, 
threw his hat into the ring as ‘soon as 
he- heard that the Senate committee had 
rejected his prior resolution on ‘the sub- 
ject, which he had offered ‘as an’ amend- 
inent to thegannual Naval Appropriation 
bill, eted and ordered reported by 
the Naval Committee ‘today. Mr. Borah 
offered’ a resolutf@n authorizing the 
President. to invite the Governments of 
Great Britain and Japan to send repre- 
sentatives ‘to a disarmament conference. 
He_ intends to press his measure. when 
the Nayal, Supply bill-comes _ before the 
_ Benete for action.

Harding’s Opposition Effective. 
esident Harding told Senators Poin- 
dexter and Hale -of the Committee on 

Navel Affairs yesterday that he was 
opposed to-that committee taking action 
on the Borah disarmament amendment. 

His views were communicated to the 

committee @nd resulted in today’s rejec- 

tion of the Borah amendment. . 

Chairman Porter and Representative 
Rogers of the House Committee on For- 
eign Affairs called on the President to- 
day and learned at first hand that he 
Was opposed to any action: by Congress 
on the disarmament proposal. After his 
talk with the President Mr. Rogers an- 
nounced that he would not press his dis- 
armament resolution. and that there 
would be no further move in the House 
‘onthe subject ‘without the President's 
consent. 

Representative Burton of Ohio, former 
Senator; also discussed disarmament 
with the President. : 

‘Asa result of the talk with the 
President,”’ said Mr. Rogers, ‘‘ we will 
not attempt further moves in Congress 
teward disarmament until the President 
indicates that he thinks the time is 
opportune. 

‘The President declared his: complete 
allegiance to the cause of: disarmament. 
My inference—not his words—is that he| 
regards a disarmament conference as 
conditioned upon foreign developments 
which cannot now be. very. well fore- 
seen.

SIGNS FALL INTO A CROWD 


Treés  Uprooted, : Smokestacks

A northeast gale which toward dusk 
yesterday, rose almost to hurricane| 
velocity, held outlying New York in a 
grip of violence, battered mountainous 
tides. against the Staten Island and 
Coney: Island shores, snapped hundreds 
of wires and flung trees and signs about 
.to the injury of numerous pérsons. 

The storm, accompanied by a heavy 
downpour, originated off the coast,: was 
limited in its area, and, with the force 
of ‘the wind abated before midnight, 
promised to disappear as speedily as it 
came, although the Weather Bureau ts- 
sued @ warning that it would continue 
today. Sporadic interruption of local 
traffic and. communication marked its 
erratic. path, but through train and 
through telephone and telegraph service 
were virtually normal.

Worse on Staten ‘Talend. 


On Staten Island: things were worse. 
Ancient mariners. thought the inwash 
was the greatest they’ had ever seen— 
and were sure.of it after they learned 
that while forty-eight miles an hour was 
the highest velocity registered on the 
Weather Bureau's instruments in Man- 
hattan, the wind gauge at Quarantine 
showed a blow of seventy-two miles an 
hour. : 

In the harbor, all the way from Quar- 
antine to the Battery shipping had a 
bad time of it. Numerous ‘big. craft— 
some of them. strike-tied@—and a whole 
‘fleet .of fishing vessels, grappled for 
bottom with their heaviest: mud hooks, 
but despite double anchors, many drifted 
about, imperiling craft in the whole area 
of storm-swept water. About 10 o’clock 
last night two two-masted mackerel 
boats broke loose and were hurled 
against the costly municipal piers under

GUIDE’S BROTHER PRESENT 


Beauvais’s Handwriting Identified 
on Six Letters by Former Em- 
ploye at Country Estate. 


Two more French-Canadian witnesses, 
one of whom told a story similar to 
those of the earlier ‘‘ keyhole -and lad- 
der witnesses,” testified yesterday when 
the hearing in the Stillman divorce ac- 
tion before’ Referee Daniel J. Gleason of 
Poughkeepsie was resumed in the library 
of the New York City Bar Association. 

One of these witnesses, George Adams, 
a woodsman 75 years old, testified that 
he had seen Fred K: Beauvais, named 
as corespondent, in the room of Mrs, 
Anne Urquhart Stillman, the defendant, 
at the Blackburn House, Grand Anse, 
Quebec, on three occasions. 

Adams, who was employed with his 

gon to build a camp on the Stillman 
Canadian estate, tola what*he had seen 
when he peeped through a hole in the 
curtain of Mrs. Stillman’s room. In re- 
ply to a question, he said he was not 
now on: Mr. Stillman’s payroll, but hoped 
to get something from him. 
. Fred Adams, a son of the first witness, 
testified that his father was at the 
Blackburn House at the time. Mrs. Still- 
man and Beauvais were alleged to have 
been there. He, was said to have given 
no direct teatimony. 


Identifies Beauvais’s Handwriting. 


The only other witnesses wére Bernard 
Kelly,;: former: superintendent of. ‘(:Mal- 
banne,’”’ the: Stillman estate at Pleasant- 
ville, N. Y., and now employed at the 
Grand Central Terminal, and. Edward 
Purdy, the present supeFintendent.. Hach 
testified to’-seeing Beauvais with Mra: 
Stillman &t the Pleasantville estate. and 
testified to the arrangement of the 
rooms of the Stillman country home and 
thé topography of the grounds. 

Kelty also testified that he knew Beau- 
vais's handwriting. Mr. Stillman’s at- 
torneys then tried to introduce the six 
letters alleged to have been written to 
Mrs. Stillman by Beauvais. Outerbridge 
Horsey handed the six letters to Kelly 
and asked if he could identify the writer. 
Kelly replied, ‘‘‘Beauvais,’’ and at Mr. 
Horsey’s request the letters were marked 
for identification. It is expected an at- 
tempt to place them in the record will 
be made later. 

Mrs. Stillman attended both morning 
and afternoon sessions of the hearing. 
She consulted her counsel frequently 
and .on_ several occasions suggested 
questions for the cross-examination of 
the witnesses. 


Stillman Fails to Appear. 


James A. Stillman, former President 
of the National City Bank and th@ 
plaintiff in the action, was not present, 
and no information: as to his where- 
abouts could be obtained from his coun- 
sel. Guy Stillman, youngest son of 
Mrs. Stillman, nanted‘ with her as co- 
defendant, was represented by John &. 
Mack, of Poughkeepsie, as. special 
guardian. It was said the child might 
be present today. 

The hearing is .expected to contintie 
until tomorrow, by which time it is 
expected that all the witnesses for Mr. 
Stillman will have been heard. Among 
the persons here and ready to testify 
for the plaintiff is Dr. Hugh Russell,

ARNSTEIN GUILTY 
WITH FOUR OTHERS 


Washington Jury Convicts 
‘Nicky’ in $5,000,000 Liberty 
Bond Robbery Case. 





MEANS PROSECUTION HERE 


Lawyers. Say “Verdict Clears 
Way for Prosecuting Big Bond 
Thieves in New York.

WASHINGTON, May 4.—Jules (Nicky) 
Arnstein, alleged ‘‘ master mind” of 
the $5,000,000 bond robberies in New 


| York im’the’ Fall of 1919, and his al- 


leged confederates, Norman.S. Bowles, 
Isador (Nick) 
Cohn and David W. Sullivan, were con- 
victed by a jury in the Criminal Court 
today on the ‘charge of bringing stolen 
securities into the District of Columbia. 

“The jury, which retired at 4:30 o’clock, 
filed back into the courtroom at 5:10 
with a verdict of guilty, arrived at on 
the first ballot. 

Not one of the five defendants showed 
the least surprise. Only Cohn and Arn- 
stein had anything to say except that 
they would ‘‘‘have to go to more ex- 
pense now to keep out of jail.’’ 

T. Morris Wampler, principal counsel 
tor the defense, demanded that a poll 
of the jury. be taken. As the Clerk 
called upon the jurors each announced 
in clear tones that his verdict was 
* guilty.’’ 

No notion of a motion for a new trial 
was given after the verdict was reached, 
but it:was expected that Mr. Wampler 
will, submit such a motion before the 
expiration of five days. 

John T. Dooling, Assistant District 
‘Attorney of New York, Who had a great 
deal to do with the first trial. last De- 
cember, which ended in a disagreement, 
and who was called as a defense wit- 
ness during the last few hours of the 
second trial, expressed great satisfaction 
over the verdict. 

Promises “ Bigger Things’’ to Come. 

“Washington cannot estimate the im- 
portance of the verdict,’’ Mr. Dooling 
said, ‘“‘ but we New Yorkers can readily 
see the importance of it. The ice is 
now broken. for bigger things. We, in 
New York, have an opening wedge now 
and intend to follow up the victory to- 
day with a pace that will surprise these 
bond thieves and those associated. with 
them. 

‘The real story of the big bond rob- 
bery has never really been told,’’ Mr. 
Dooling added, ‘‘ but when Arnstein and 
his crowd are.tried in New York it will 
be known. There are more ends to this 
conspiracy and robbery than any one un- 
familiar with it imagines.’’ 

Saul 5. Myers, counsel for the Na- 
tional Surety ‘ Company, which bonded 
Joseph Gluck and his brother, Irving 
Gluck, and Rudolph and Herbert 
Bunora, four Wall Street messengers 
who confessed to their part in the rob- 
beries, was equally elated over the ver- 
dict of guilty. 

‘‘The bond robbery,’’ said Mr. Myers, 
“was a big affair It may yet involve 
hundreds of others in New York and 
elsewhere beforé the smoke all clears 
away The Washington end of the con- 
spiracy was the least important, -but it 
gives us a start up in New York that 
we won't lose sight of.’’ 

David W.~ Sullivan, ex-saloonkeeper 
and founder of the brokerage firm of 
Sullivan & Co., which handled many 
thousands ,of dollars’ worth of the 
alleged stolen securities, both in Wash- 
ington and other cities, will be the first 
of the defendants to be tried in New 
York on a charge of conspiracy and 
theft, according to Mr. Dooling. The 
other defendants would be tried, one By 
one, afterward, he stated. The New 
York authorities, it was intimated, would 
not attempt under any conditions, to try 
any of the men together 

Assistant District Attorney William 
E. Leahy, who, with Assistant: District 
Attorney. Paul B. Cromelin, prosecuted 
Arnstein and the others, said it was 
entirely possible that the Wew York au- 


thorities would now dig further into 


the bond robberies and the events fol- 
lowing, with a view to bringing more 
charges; against the men, not. only in 
New York. but other cities where they 
are supposed to have disposed of the 
stolen bonds. 

Both .of -the prosecutors assert that 
Arnstein and his alleged confederates 
got at Jeast $1,000,000 in cash in loans 

en the stolen bonds and -place. the 
amount obtained in Washington from 
all or part of the $700,000 worth they 
are said to have brought here: at nearly 
$200,000.

GERMANS LODGE A PROTEST 


Appeal to: Allies to Check Polish Ag- 
gression, Disclaiming Respon- 
sibility for Disorders. 


OPPELN, Upper Silesia, May 4 (Asso- 
ciated Press).—Organized Polish’ forces; 
estimated at 20,000, have occupied all of 
Upper Silesia south of a line’ running 
from Kosel to Tarnowitz, with the ex- 
ception of a few large towns, and are 
moving further northward, according to 
information supplied by a member of the 
interallied representation here. 

Colonel Bond, British control officer at 
Gross-Strehlitg, reported to British head- 
quarters here tonight that he opened 
artillery fire on 2,000 to 3,000 Poles at- 
temptifg to.occupy the city. The Poles 
brought up light field pieces and were 
replying. - ' 

Colonel Bond, who has approximately 
'} 200 Italian troops, also reported that he 
probably could not hold out long. | 

A British Sergeant: Major has been 
mortally wounded. A crowd of Germans 
attacked a Pole in the streets of Opneln 
and beat him to death before the police 
could interfere. 

No reports have: been recefved. here 
from Rybnik. Kattowitz crowds are 
parading the streets, but there is no 
fighting.

wires. They drove out the German fesi- 
dents, it 1s declared;- meeting virtually 
with no resistance, <Adalbert.Korfanty, 
the Polish plebiscite commissioner, waa 
at that time in Warsaw, it is stated. He 
learned of the Paris report then being 
circulated that the Council of: Ambassa- 
dors had decided ‘to give only the Pless 
and Rybnik districts to Poland. 

This report, which official circles here 
declined at that time to confirm—and it 
is still unknown that such a decision 


fanty to carry out his eat ‘‘ to chase 
the Germans out of the cbuntry.’’ Armed 
men appeared on the Polish side across 
from,Myslowitz, Kénigschiitte, Beuthen 
and Tarnowitz, and all the forces moved 
into Silesia at 2 o’clock simultaneously.

A policy of ‘ Sign’on, or get off'’ was 
decreed by the Shipping Board yesterday 
with. respect to. the crews of all Gov~- 
ernment vessels as the first step ‘in the 
fight to prevent a tie-up of American 
shipping. .

Convinced by reports from Washing- 
ton that efforts for conciliation: were 
hopeless, operators and unions took ac- 
tion: to_prepare for the struggle. In ad- 
dition to the Shipping Board’s so-called 
“rules of conduct,’* decided’ upon. at a 
Vconference of Shipping Board. officials 
and-about eighty private operators, the 
ship’ owners took measures to recruit 
substitute crews: wherever necéssary by 
co-operative efforts. The unions, on the 
other side, extended. their .system 0: 
pickets, notified harbor tugboat men not 
to serve unfair ships’ and continued 
pulling the crews off vessels. 

The result of the unions’ activities was 
an almost complete tie-up of American 
shipping in this port. During the day 
only a few coastwise vessels got away, 
and‘ although three passenger ships and 
several freighters were due to sail, none 
of. these left their piers.

DRAFT. BOARDS IN ERROR 


Many of 2,300 Accused Are In- 
_nocent—Lists of More Alleged 
Evaders Issued, seam naraien 


Simultaneously with tne action of the 
‘War Department in making public in 
this city their lists of alleged draft evad- 
ers, United States Attorney Ross in 
Brooklyn moved in the Federal District 
Court in Brooklyn yesterday for dis- 
missal of indictments. against 106 men 
who had been charged with draft eva- 
sion, but who had actually enlisted in 
the allied military services: He told 
Judge Chatfield that in many cases 
draft boards also had made mistakes in 
listing men as draft evaders. 

‘‘In a gréat many cases where, ih- 
dictments were found we have learned 
that the men had enlisted in some 
branch: of the military service of this. or 
some: allied ‘country without © thinking 
of the provisions of the Selective Ser- 
vice act,”’’ said, Mr. Ross, discussing the 
situation. ‘* Most of these indictments. 
which I wanted dismissed dealth with 
cases of that kind, and they represent 
-only one batch of indictments. Perhaps 
| one-half of these 100 indicted men were 
in the Army and Navy, and draft board 
mistakes accounted for the indictments 
of the others.

This is exactly the French point . of 
view... One can'therefore affirm that the 
occupation of the Ruhr Valley will take 
place within a fortnight: It is absolute- 
ly impossible for Briand to act other- 
wise. Should he try to do it he would 
be immediately overthrown by ‘the 
Chamber as soon as the Deputies come 
back from their short vacation on May 
19. Poincaré or Viviani would take his 
place. 

It would be idle to dissimulate that 
French public opinion is disappointed 
in the London conference. France was 
waiting for action and she receives noth- 
ing but'words. For more than two years 
France patiently waited for Germany 
to commence to execute the Treaty of 
Versailles. But concerning reparation 
which is the essential question, disarm- 
ament and the trial of the guilty, Ger- 
many carries out nothing. During the 
last months éspecially. German resist- 
ance has enormously increased. France 
is ‘therefore determined to negotiate no 
longer but act. She has decided at last 
to make the Germans pay by occupying 
the Ruhr district coal mines and fac- 
tories. She is weary to death with 
summonses and ultimatums which carry 
no effect: Mobilization of the class of 
1919 will cost her a hundred millions of 
francs besides the considerable disturb- 
ance it causes in the economic life of 
the country. How can people expect 
France will content herself with German 
promises only, now that she knows what 
such promises are worth?

Mr. Roosevelt declared that the only 
nations ‘interested. or capable of main- 
taining a large naval armament at pres- 
ent were the United States, England and 
Japan, and he thought the two great 
Anglo-Saxon nations should’-set the pace 
by declaring a naval holiday for at 
least five years. America, he said, had 
only a few first-class battleships, and 
instead of building more and maintain- 
ing a. great personnel of officers and 
men at huge expense should refuse to 


build any -more ships and scrap. the. 
obsolete ones. He was hb aetna aed ap- 


plauded. 

Resolutions .condemning the rastieasy 
and naval program, of Congress and in- 
creases in the army and navy as “‘un- 
necessary and burdensome as well as 
provocative’ were adopted. The resolu- 
tions also stated: 

‘®We regard with shame the prospect 
of national dishonor that would follow a 
separate peace with Germany and the 
repudiation of America’s war aims and 
the ideals for which our sons and 
brothers died. We urge that steps be 
taken immediately looking toward world 
disarmament and international co-opera- 
tion and reconciliation. 

‘*We favor the early entrance of 
America into the family of nations to 
do her share in the rebuilding of a war- 
torn world, and consecrate ourselves 
to the task of attaining this great end. 
We cail upon the leaders of women 
everywhere to enlist in this great move- 
ment, to make operative the vision of 
the people and to gather for errective 
social action. the scattered wills of now 
disorganized groups.’’ 

Mrs. -Frank Day Tuttle presided and 
there was a general discussion of a 
Pro-League program. 

Among those who sent telegrams of 
regret were Secretary of State Hughes 
and Herbert Hoover. Professor Samucl 
McCune Lindsay sent a message, which 
read in part: ; 

“TIT believe that Secretary Hughes's 
assertions of our rights, interests and! 
obligations in restoration of peace and 
economic. stability in world relations 
promise effective participation with our 
late allies in securing the essentials of 
the victory as embodied in the Treaty 
of Versailles and co-operation for perma- 
nent peace and deserve the hearty sup- 
port of American eftizens regardless of 
party affiliations.”’ 

Governor: Henry J. 
sent this message: 

‘‘T sincerely trust that ‘out of your 
meeting. there will. come a new realiza- 
tion’ of the need of establishing an in- | 
ternational relationship that will” give 
America a working program with those 
who need eur help in meeting the inter-. 
national problem... America. cannot. se- 
cure isolation for herself by refraining 
from taking part in the world’s affairs. 
An effective association for the protec- 
tion of the ideals which we hold in com- 
mon is a poignant need.*’ 


DEFENDS WAR VESSELS. 


F. D, Roosevelt Says Airplanes Could 
Not Succeed Against Fleet. 


The successful navy of the future will 
be a combination of battleships, sub- 
marines and airplanes, said Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, former Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy, at a luncheon ‘of the Kiwanis 
ciib in the McAlpin Hotel yesterday. 

“The day of the battleship has not 
passed,’’ Mr. Roosevelt continued, ‘* and 
it is highly unlikely ghat an airplane or 
a fleet of them could ever successfully 
attack a freet of navy vessels under 
battle conditions. Our chief needs are 
co-operation between the army and navy 
and a strong naval reserve. 

‘We cannot in future count upon the 
Allies to hold the line a year, while we 
are getting ready. In the navy itself 
there must be the fullest measure of 
co-operation between what are bound to 
be its three essential branches—air- 
planes, subniarines and battleships,”’ 3

‘IN ARGENTINE BOYCOTT | 


Washington Rejects Plan to J 
in Threat to Free Munson 


Hine Ship. 


BUENOS AIRBES, May 4.—Hope for 
the speedy. release of the Munson liner 
Martha Washington, which has been tied 
up Here. by a. boycott ‘of port workers 
for more than a. month, dwindled last 
might when it became known that two 
proposed solutions of ‘the question had 
been disapproved by. the authorities of 
the State Department in Washington.

boycott the port of Buenos Aires unless). 


the Argentine Government took some 
action to’Trelieve steamers from imposi- 
tions by the Port Workers’ Union, 

The other offer was made to the Mun- 
gon Line by the Buenos Aires Labor 
Protective Association, an important or- 
ganization of employers, which pronosed 
to supply non-union labor which, undér 
armed protection, would unload the boy- 
cotted steamship. 


Hither of these would have been satis- k 


factory, and both were strongly recom- 
mended to the State Department by 
American Government representatives 
here.- They also were favored by the 
United States Chamber of Commerce. 

American interests here were unable 
to obtain an e apanetion f for the, decision 
of the authorities in Washington in over- 
ruling all recommendations other than 
that the Argentine Government will be 
told that the United States continues 
to expect Argentina to find a solution of 
the problem. It was assuined that Wash- 
ington did not. care to commit the 
United States Government to particina- 
tion with atvate interests in measures 
which might be interpreted as coercing 
the Argentine Government. 

It is understood in this connection that 
the Government officials in this city 
would not have ‘been displeased if the 
offer of the Labor Protective Associatton 
had been accepted. This would have re- 
lieved the Government of the responsi- 
bility of supplying non-union labor, as 
it was requested to do by the United 
States. 

There is little expectation 
informed aircles of any change in the 
attitude of the Argentine administration 
in refusing to do more than offer tomedi- 
ate between the United Staes Consulate 
and the labor union.

Weeks Urges niterest—Plattsburg 
Course Opens Aug. 7. 


Special to;/The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 4.—Secretary of 
War Weeks today ‘mailed a letter to 
“each member of the House and Senate, 
emphasizing the importance which the 
War Department : attaches to the citi- 
zens’ military training camps to be held 
throughout the country -this Summer, 
and urging members of Congress to en- 
courage applicants who. desire this ele-

Indian Polo Association to ask them.to 
visit the Hast before they: return to the 
United States. Thus far no formal in- 
vitation has been extended them, 

The belief was expressed in ‘polo circles 
today that acceptance of an, invitation 
by the Americans was extremely doubt- 

on account of the great distance to 
India and the time required in making || 
the trip, which would make it impossible 
for some of the Americans to consider 
making it, 

The strongest Indian teams, The Daily 
Mail points out, are composed of native 
Indian players, and it is considered that 
India undoubtedly would be able to put 
a formidable team in the field, as the 
sport has been much in vogue for a Jong 
time, not only among thé British army 
officers but among the aristocratic In- 
dians, and many exceedingly fine polo 
ponies are owned in the Indian Empire. 

One of the track teams is to be found 
at Bikanir, where as long as 300 years 

ago Indian royalty played a: sort of 
polo. The Maharaja of Bikanir*is an 
ardent exponent. of the sport and for a 
long time captained his own team, al- 
though he has played little recently 
owing to affairs of State. Other native 
rulers also have teams. 

Probably one of the greatest difficul- 
ties the Americans would find if they 
accepted the invitation, it is suggested 
here, would be the climate of India, 
which {s exceedingly trying to Western- 
ers, who find it.enervating and fever- 
producing in many sections.

THE CROSS OF GOLD IN RUSSIA. 


Though firmly. opposed to the princi-: 


ples of Bolshevism and to most of the 
practices of its advocates, Tum TiMEs 
has not,ceased to hope that the loose 
thinkers\in Moscow might eventually 
return to a more rational view of eco- 
nomics as well as of politics. Conse- 
quently it-is a pleasure to greet. the 
decision of the Bolshevist leaders to 
| make the first step back toward the 
capitalist economy. by restoring the 
freé and unlimited coinage of silver— 
presumably at the sanctified ratio of 
16 to 1. 

For an oligarchy which in the past 
three years has been pretty active in 
pressing down upon the brow of labor 
the. crown of thorns, this decision 
marks a great step forward. Old- 
fashioned economists,’ if any are still 
alive in Russia, can have nothing to 
say against the fifty-kopeck ruble, for 
it takes a whole pocketful of Bolshe- 
vist paper_rubles to be worth a kopeck 
of the old currency.’ Indeed, it seems 
from the comments. of Bolshevist 
newspapers on the new proposal that 
the real reason for restoring coinage 
of silver is either the break-down of 
the presses or the. shortage of paper 
suitable for bank-notes. 

At any rate, this attempt, half- 
hearted though it be, to get back on a 
financial footing which will be recog- 
nizable by a capitalist world deserves 
te. be met half way. There could be 
no better way to restime trade with 
Russia than to start off by exporting 
Mr/ Bryan. He would do Russia a 
great. deal of good.. Bolshevist Russia 
is lamentably deficient in morality, and 
Mr. Bryan is probably the most 
copious producer of morality in 
the United States. Moreover, the 
‘© Soviet ’’ republic is sincerely and 
whole-heartedly devoted to. ‘prohibi- 
tion® as is its ally, the Turkish Govern- 
ment of Angora. —Mr. BrraN would

12 President Harprna said that the 
Administration was ‘‘.in accord with

United States ‘‘ ever will bein har- 
‘*mony with such a movement to- 
‘* ward the higher attainments of 
‘* peace.” . Yesterday Mr. Boran. of 
Idaho introduced in the Senate a. reso- 
lution to ‘‘,authorize and request ” the 
President to ask Great Britain and 
Japan to meet the United States in a 
disarmament conference.. It is well

“laying down the principle that Amer- / 
ica ‘shall maintain a navy. at least’ 
equal to that of any othér, Power. 
“That is a claim to equality which this 
country has never expected in the past 
and never would expect save in con- 
nection with the great English-speak- 
ing: nation that sprang from its loins 
and must ever hold a great place-in 
our regard and confidence. 

Nothing would contribute more to 
the permanence ‘of friendly relations 
between the United States and' Great 
Britain than an. understanding that 
the two nations should maintain fleets 
of equal sttength approximately, and 
should not compete with each other 
in new ‘constructign. The principle 
could, of course, be applied to partial 
disarmament, as the. condition of in- 
ternational -relations permitted it. 
What a beneficent consummation. it 
would be if American and Britiey 
statesmen were to come to an early 
agreement upon such a policy! . Presi- 
dent HarpiNne has warrant for his view 
that the time has not. come for the 
calling of an international conference, 
and it may be: pointed out that Great 
Britain will not be ready to discuss 
limitation of armaments definitively 
until after the Imperial Conference in 
June, at which the naval needs of 
440,000,000 people under the British 
flag will be considered, representatives 
of all parts of the empire being. heard. 


THE BLACKLISTED WATER METER 


At a session of’ the Lockwood com- 
mittee the other day, Mr. UNTERMYER 
brought out the fact that a water 
meter, made by an outside concern 
not a member of the eight-company 
combine called the Meter Manufactur- 
ers’. Exchange, selling at half their 
price, tested and approved by the en- 
gineers of the Department of Water 
Supply, Gas and Eléctricity, failed to 
win the approval of the Committee on 
Public Buildings of the Board of Al- 
dermen. ‘The resolution was killed in 
that committee, whose. Chairman is 
Mr. KENNEALLY. On Tuesday Mr. 
KENNEALLY wouldn’t-sign a waiver of 
immunity and’ was excused from tes- 
tifying. - Doubtless his somewhat ¢com- 
plicated official. rélations and irter- 
relations retard his zeal a little. He 
is Mr. Murpxy’s Alderman. He has a 
life job at’$100 a week as a walk- 
ing delegate of the Plumbers’ Helpers’ 
Union of Mr.-,RoBERT P. BRINDELL’S 
Building Trades Council. - These activ- 
ities and responsibilities must natural- 
ly impose upon him a certain habit of 
deliberation. 

1f he was‘silent, Alderman. CoLLINs,

-FRANCE AND: THE.NAPOLEON 


CENTENARY. 

It. was unavoidable that the ‘French 
should especially. commemorate today 
the hundredth anniversary of Napo- 
Lkon's death. Thoughtful citizens of. 
the French Republic may have feared 
certain. bad effects; of the celebration, 
but they would have: been powerless | * 
to stay the general impulse.. When}, 
France was till vibrating with thé 
pride of her great victory, how was it} 


- 


‘possible to keep her ‘from exaltihg the 


memory of the mari who is for all 
time the incarnation of French. mili-’ 
tary glory? NaPoLEoNn plucked the 
very heart. of it, as Lord ‘Rosesery hag 
written. And it was inevitable that 
France should. now look back. to him 
as the incomparable genius of war. 

French Generals, like MANGIN, are 
naturally seeking likenesses between 
the soldier ‘who rode his horse over the 
prostrate form of feudal Europe and 
the Marshal of today who led thé allied 
armies to triumph. Focu would be’ 
the first to disclaim the compliment 
and to. show’ how futile is the com- 
parison, It is enough that the mod- 
ern great commander rose equal to 
his mighty task, and that in. his 
achievement he displayed moral ‘qual- 
ities ‘higher than those of’ NAPOLEON. 
One of ‘the: latter’s reputed ‘sayings 
is: ‘* What is the death of a million: 
soldiers to a man like me?” But 
Marshal--Focu had’ the restraint and 
the humanity to stay his hand when. 
on the eve of a stupendous victory, 
Geclaring that the “results” for’ 
which he had been fighting were se- 
cure without it, ‘and that he would} 
not ask 50,000 more brave men to,give 
up their lives in order that his planned 
campaign should be pushed until the 
Teutonic hosts were enveloped and 
compelled to lay down their arms. 

It is to be hoped that this contrast 
will be in the thoughts of Frange dur- 
ing the centenary, and that she. will 
take to heart the lessons which ‘her 
own, -historians have taught ‘her: 
NAPOLEON’S mad ambitions, his ruth- 
less project, to bring all Eurepe and 
even. Asia under the domination of-the 
French Empire, his disregard jof the 
human wastage and the immense mis- 
eries of war—all this should now be 
subordinated to praise of. NAPOLEON 
the lawgiver, the administrator, the 
quickener of industry and-of transpor- 
tation. France. does not neéd to. gird’ 
herself. for another great war. She 
has to bend her energies to recovery: 
and rebuilding—tasks. similar to those 
which ,NaPOLEON undertook in 1805. 
The methods which he employed 
about that time to construct splendid 
roads, open canals, reorganize. public 
finance, foster manufactures, culti- 
vate foreign trade and, in general, 
diffuse prosperity and a sense of well- 
being throughout France are well 
worth study and imitation at the pres- 
ent time. 

A nation as well as an individual is 
judged in part by its heroes. But 
there is such a thing as discriminating 
in their worship. The: Napoleonic 
legend, in’ its malign power, was 
broken and rejected in- France after 
the Second Empire. According to the 
biting word of BtsmarcK in 1871, 
Louis NAPoLeon. ‘‘ killed himself and 
buried his uncle.”, There will be no 
Bonapartist revival: And the best 
friends of France hope and believe}, 
that, paying honor as she does today 
to her greatest imilitary genius, she 
will show to the world that she has no 
thought of plunging again into mili- 
tarism. Having coriquered peace, let 
her prove that, while» ready to insist 
upon the rights guaranteed to her by 
the. Versailles Treaty, she intends ‘to 
devote herself to the works of peace 
and to spread its blessings throughout’ 
her fair land.

Appellate Division Decides 
‘Against State Controller in. 
Income Levy Case. 


| RULING ON GIFT SECURITIES 


Court Holds Appreciated Value Be- 
tween Jan. 1, 1919, and Time of 
Gift Is Not’ Taxable. 


Special'ta The New York Times. — 

,» ALBANY, May 4.—The Third .Appel- 
late. Division today handed down five de- 
cisions in which tne Personal State In- 
come Tax law is construed. The cases 
were. all brought: against. State. Con- 
troller James A. Wendell. Three of 
them are to be appealed to the Court 
of Appeals, and it is expected that a de- 
cision will be handed down before the 
court closes its term next month. 

The court in the case of Edward Klau- 
ber overruled the assessment by the In- 
come Tax Bureau on the gain in securi- 
ties purchased prior to Jan 1, 1919, de- 
termined _between their value on that 
date and their selling price later in the 
year. Klauber was upheld in his con- 
tention that no profit was derived be- 
cause the selling price of the securities 
was less than he paid for them. 

The case was presented to the court 


by James 8. Y. Ivins, who tonight con- 
ferred with the State.Controller. Mr. 
Wendell said tne case would be ap- 
pealed at once. 

Two other cases went against the 
claims of the Controller, the cases’ being 
Wilson vs. Wendell and Brewster vs. 
Wendell. The Controller held he had a 
right to tax owners of stocks and bonds 
who gave them away to either an in- 
dividual or an institution on their ap- 
preciated value between Jan. 1, 1919, 
and the time of the gift. No appeal 
will be taken In these cases. 

Mr. Ivins’s contention was sustained 
in the cage of the Central Union Trust 


Company, in which he insisted that in- E 


terest iricome from 
which the mortga pp tax had been paid 
could be tax under the Personal In- 
come Tax law. This same point was 
Ladoga out in the action of Clyde vs. 
Wendell, the Appellate Division holding 
that the Controller could tax. income 
from investments upon which the se- 
cured debts tax had been paid.

Central Station from a Boston 
train yesterday, morning, Harry A. New- 
ton, an actor, was affectionatcly greeted 
by his third wife. This .was-a_ pre 
arranged signal of identification for a 
police deteetive who placed the actor 
under arrest. 

Later in the morning . Newton ‘was 
brought before Magistrate: Rosenblatt 
in the Tombs Court and pleaded guilty 
to.a.charge of bigamy. His three wives 
were in court, and-in acknowledging 
them Newton confessed «to trigamy 
rather. than’ the bigamous legal charge. 
Newton also pleaded extentating cit- 
cumstances in each case. 

All of Newton’s wives appeared to be 
on the best of terms with one anothér 
and showed little regard for their com- 
mon husband. While Newton was away 
from his apartment in Hotel Calvert at 
Broadway and Forty-first Street, play- 
ing a ‘‘heavy”’ réle iti a Bostom stock 
company, his three wives, all actresses, 
met at theatrical employment agencies 
and discovered that one pocketbook had 
paid for three wedding rings. 

, Wife No. 1, who is known on the stage 
as. Florence Maderia, told the court that 
she had appeared in" road copepenion 
playing ‘‘ Fair and Warmer,’’ and ‘ 
in Mable’s Room.” She said that ko 
married Newton in 1911 and left him six 
weeks later. 
deria «told Assistant’ District Attorney 
Sabbatino, she learned fromm her ‘sister 


tained a divorce. Believing. this, she 
married Douglas Hope, a director of a 
stock company: in Scranton, Pa., ‘an 
separated from him wnen.she learned 
that the report of Newton’s divorce was 
not true. 

Wife No. 2 goes under the _ ‘stage 
name of Glenn Argee. She told the 
court “that she married Newton twice, 
the first time in Rochester, Minn., and 
a second time in 1918 at the Municipal 
Building in this city, when she lost a 
trunk containing her. first wedding cer- 
tificate. Newton lived with her, she 
said, until Sept. 3,,1919. 

Wife No. 3, stage name Edna Edmon- 
son, said she was married to Newton at 
Port Huron, Mich., on Sept. 5, 1919, 
and left him three weeks ago. 

The three wives told the ep istrict At- 
torney that they agreed it was time to 
take action when they heard that New- 
ton was preparing to marry a fourth 
time. Accordingly, they obtained a war- 
rant.for his arrest: , Wife No. 3 called 
‘Newton on the long distance telephone 
and asked him to come to New York on 
‘‘jmportant business.’ 

** Guilty, your Honor,’ ‘said Newton 
in. court, maintaining chrowahout the 
proceedings a dramatic manner, ‘‘ but 
there. were extenuating circumstances 
in each case. -I married a second time 
when I heard that Florence Maderia 
had been married before. .Also I wanted 
to do the right thing by Glenn Argee, 
I thought that I might be drafted, and 
‘I married her so that she could have 
an allotment or possibly a widow’s mite 
should.
